GREAT BOMBING 
DAMAGE TO THO

Third of Aachen and Muen- 
ster Destroyed or Seri- 
ously Affected, R. A. F. 
Says — 120 Raids on 
Reich in Recent Weeks. 


LONDON, July 19 (AP).—Brit- 
ain claimed today that at least a 
third of the German cities of 
Muen and Aachen have been 


d yed or seriously damaged by 
the Royal Air Force. 

After detailing the damage in 
those cities, the Air Ministry news 
service reported that more than 
120 raids have been made on Ger- 
many and Nazi-occupied territory 
in the last few weeks. 

“Goering’s' boast of ‘not one 
bomb .. .’ is shattered,” the serv- 
fice said. “The promise made by 
the Prime Minister is being ful- 
filled and the German people are 
beginning to appreciate that the 
war which they hoped to wage on 
territory other than their own is 
being brought to their doorsteps.” 

The service announced also that 
during the 31 days ending July 
14, R. A F. daylight offensives 
resulted in destruction of 301 
Messerschmitt 109s, including 
many of the new 109F type, as well 
as the probable destruction of 
many more. 


“These victories, won over enemy | 


country where an oil leak may 
mean a pilot has to bail out, were 
achieved with the loss of 118 of 
our fighters but 17 of the: pilots 
were saved,” the service continued.

The organizers asked for a court 
order to restrain the officials from 
interfering with them in the peace- 
able and lawful pursuit of their 
union —— effort and from 
denying to them equal protection 
of the laws. 

The officials against whom the 
injunction is sought are Delbert 
Berg, Fairfield Chief of Police; Ar- 

nur Barnard, Sheriff of Wayne 
County; Robert Brown, City Attor- 
ney; Francis S. Feiger, State's At- 
torney; Fred French, Mayor, and 
Edward Wilson, Police Magistrate. 
Account of Attack. 

A detailed account of the oc- 
curences of July 2, near the manu- 
facturing plant of the Aintree 
Corporation in Fairfield, is given 
in the women’s petition. Miss 
Oberbeck and Miss Johnson say 
they were on the sidewalk in the 
vicinity of the plant for the pur- 
pose of “speaking to employes 

ut the benefits of labor organ- 

tions and the protection afford- 
ed to workmen under the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Act, and to in- 
form employes of a radio program 
to be presented the following night 
by the ILGWU.” The petition con- 
tinues: 

“They were, while conducting 
themselves: orderly and peaceably, 
and without any provocation or 
reason, set upon by a large num- 
ber of people, and viciously beaten, 
kicked, gouged, hit, battered and 
assaulted by the said mob.”

“Denied Redress.”

In World, So Boy Won't Set It Free 


Pet Has Become Accustomed to Human Aid, 
Former Head of Audubon Society Says— 
to Live in University City Trees. 


A decision by Donald Robinson, 
13-year-old son of Assistant United 
States Attorney David M. Robin- 
son, to set free in Meramec State 
Park a tame bluebird he adopted 
a week ago, was changed last 
night after Donald’s father con- 


sulted Sterling P. Jones of Web- 
ster Groves, former president of 
the Audubon Society of Missouri. 

Jones said that the bird, whose 
species is the official State bird 
of Missouri, would have a better 
chance for survival if left in the 
care of the boy, because it has 
become accustomed to human aid. 

Thus the bird will make its 
home in the trees in the neighbor- 
hood of the Robinson residence, 
7053 Kingsbury avenue, Univer- 
sity City. Donald had planned to 
turn it loose after receiving a let- 
ter from the bird's “foster father,” 
Robert H. Painter, editor of a 
newspaper at La Grange, Mo., who 
suggested the bird be turned loose 
in the State park. 

Painter, who wrote that he 
named the bird Buddy, said that 
it was not a pet, although it had 
grown accustomed to human com- 
panionship. Donald acquired it 
a week ago when the bird flew 
from a tree and lit on his shoulder 


while he was visiting an aunt who 
lives a block from Painter’s home 
in La Grange. 

“It was no little chore,” Painter 
wrote, “to raise him, find what he 
could and would eat, feed him 
every half hour or hour, encour- 
age him to use his wings, induce 
him to stay out of doors and hunt 
for food for himself, and try to get 
him to grow up as a bluebird 
should.” : 

This meant that Painter had to 
dig in the hard ground for fishing 
worms, gather and chop blackber- 
ries and raspberries, turn over 
stones to find bugs, and mow long 
grass with a sickle to catch grass 
hoppers. 

All this he did, Painter wrote, 
not because Buddy was to be a 
pet bird, but “to help bim get a 
start in life,” and so he was sad- 
dened when Buddy disappeared last 
Sunday after Painter had helped 
him get breakfast. 

Painter said Buddy probably 
would not long survive ag a do- 
mesticated bird, but Jones and 
Donald's father believe otherwise. 
Jones suggested Donald keep a 
record of Buddy’s activities and 
put a band on its leg so that, if 
it migrates this autumn, Donald 
will be able to identify it should 
it return next spring.

AT BILL MEDART'S 


Workers at Clayton Avenue 
Eating Place Demand

Representatives of the waitresses 
contended that the girls were paid 
$7 for a six-day week and had to 
furnish their own food and uni- 
forms and that each had to pay a 
bus girl 90 cents a week. They as- 
serted that the girls worked nine 
hours on week days and 10 hours 
on Saturdays. The union is asking 
that the girls be paid $15 a week 
for six eight-hour days, with uni- 
forms and bus-girl service fur- 
nished by the management.

After the disease bacteria — 
multiplied a million-fold in the 
grubs, they will be ground to dust, 
shipped back to Connecticut and 
distributed on half-acre plots at 
three and one-half mile intervals 
throughout the badly infested 
areas of the State.

Task Strange to Knudsen. 


Following the recent blast of the 
Truman committee on the short- 
age of aluminum, William 8. Knud- 
sen, director general of the Of- 
fice of Production Management, is 
declared to have said that “some- 
thing must be done to satisfy the 
public.” So eight new aluminum 
plants were announced, though 
none of them existed even on 
paper. 

Some high officials of the Of- 
fice for Emergency Management 
are. beginning to admit that Knud- 
sen is miscast in the role of di- 
rector general of OPM. They say 
he is perhaps the greatest virtuoso 
of production in the country and 
that he can read an intricate blue 
print at sight with as much ease 
as Leopold Stokowski scans a new 
orchestral score. In this capacity 
Knudsen is declared to have been 
invaluable to the army and navy 
procurement services during the 
early months of the emergency. 

But the field of policy making is 
entirely new to him and the 
strangeness of this function is 
thought to account for the curious 
indecision and bewilderment 
which often paralyzes his will. 

A current suggestion for improv- 
ing the organization of OPM is 
that Leon Henderson's double 
functions as price fixer and Ad- 
ministrator of Civilian Supplies 
are largely incompatible and should 
be divided between two men. The 
job is said to be too onerous for 
one pair of shoulders, even if they 
are as massive as Henderson's. 
During the first World War, 
Robert S. Brookings, chairman of 
the Price Fixing Committee, was 
deliberately placed in majestic 
aloofness from the activities of 
the War Industries Board. He 
was a member of the board, but 
his committee was the only division 
of the industrial defense organiza- 
tion which was*not subordinate to 
Bernard M. Baruch. 

Henderson's duties as Adminis- 
trator of Civilian Supplies tend 
constantly to involve him in heated 
controversies with Knudsen over 
the. allocation of available re- 
sources to civilian or defense con- 
sumption. It is related that when 
Knudsen recently called a commit- 
tee from the motor car industry 
to meet him on Wednesday, Hen- 
derson promptly summoned them 
to appear before him a day earlier, 
on Tuesday. 

About two months ago, it was 
reported that the army had four of 
its modern new 90-mm anti-air- 
craft guns. The number is still re- 
ported to be four. Gossip has it 
that between 50 and 60 modern 
26-ton medium tanks have already 
been delivered to the armored 
force, and that quantity produc- 
tion is assured by early fall. 


Plane Figures Meaningless. 
The monthly figures for output 
of military planes are intentionally 
meaningless. They include trainers, 
which can be rolled out cheaply 
and rapidly, as well as four-engine 
bombers costing $250,000 each. The 
reports could easily be “doctored,” 
if for some reason it were desired 
to make a showing, by running 
up the production of trainers. But 
June’s record output of 1476 mili- 


tary planes, ap against 1334 in 
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May, is declared to have been un- 
usually well balanced, in propor- 
tion of heavy, medium and light 
bombers, fighting craft and train- 
ing planes. 

Directed to provide shelter an 
accessories for 1,195,000 troops by 
June 30, 1941, the Construction 
Division of the Quartermaster 
Corps had housing ready on tnat 
date for 1,214,000, according to 
Brig. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, 
chief of the division. The army's 
two parachute battalions at Fort 
Benning, Ga., will soon be brought 
to full war strength, with 1100 of- 
ficers and men, all jumpers.

The Air Corps this week received 
initial deliveries of the army’s new 
dive bomber, A-24. The War De- 
partment announces that tests have 
indicated it to be superior to the 
German Stuka. 

During the 40 days preceding 
July 10, according to the Navy De- 
partment, one battleship, one sub- 
marine and two destroyers were 
launched, while keels were laid for 
three cruisers, five submarines and 
15 destroyers. The battleship is 
the South Dakota. 

One of the reasons for delay in 
production of small-arms ammuni- 
tion is that the schedule of 50-mm. 
machine-gun cartridges has more 
than doubled. Another was that 
ammunition ranked far down on 
the original priority list of the 
army and navy munitions board. 
But the War Department divert- 
ed large sums of money to this 
purpose, with the result that the 
initial sections of the small arms 
munitions plants at St. Louis, Lake 
City, Mo., and Denver are expect- 
ed to be in full operation at the 
beginning of autumn, three months 
ahead of schedule. By the end of 
the year, it is promised, the sup- 
plementary projects at these plants 
also will be running full blast.

Interpreting the War News 


BRITISH DRIVE IN LIBYA A POSSIBILITY

HATEVER Hitler's hopes of 

W “decisive” victories in Russia 
as the fourth week of the 
Nazi-Soviet battle ends, it is now 
clear that so far he has lost rath- 
er than gained ground against 
ritain because of his anti-Red 
“crusade.” 


London military spokesmen say 
that an attempted Nazi invasion 
of England this year is “almost” 
impossible, the “almost” being 
added only for caution’s sake. 


England's greatest dread has 
been removed, for many months, 
if not finally. It is apparent that 
there is today more official con- 
cern in London over a_ possible 
Nazi peace move in the wake of a 
possible great German victory in 
Russia than over Hitler's ability 
to threaten England again with 
invasion. This is reflected in the 
insistent assertions by British war 
leaders, from Prime Minister 
Churchill down, that there will be 
no peace on any terms with Hitler. 

Elsewhere on the Axis-British 
battle fronts, east or west, the 
effect of the Nazi’s Russian ven- 
ture is nd less obvious. In the 
Atlantic the German sea attack 
is waning. In the Mediterranean 
British defense lines have been 
tremendously reinforced by the 
French surrender in Syria. 


It seems more than possible 
that Britain is busy mapping plans 
for a new blow at the Axis in the 
East to match the steadily rising 
tempo of British air attacks on 
Germany and German-occupied 
lands in the West. German pre- 
occupation with Russia has ren- 
dered Hitler’s Axis partner, Musso- 
lini, vulnerable again. The air at- 
tack on communication lines of 
the Axis army in Libya is expand- 
ing to include Axis bases in 
Greece, on Crete and in Italy it- 
self. 

With Syria firmly in British- 
“Free French” hands and with 
Ethiopia and Italian East Africa 
swept clear of important Fascist 
resistance, there seems no good 
reason why the British might not 
definitely take the offensive. Land 
operations to sweep Axis forces 
from Libya are a possibility. 

Churchill disclosed weeks ago 
that there were half a million or 
more British and Empire troops 
guarding the Nile Delta and the 
Suez Canal. It goes without say- 
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ing that additional forces have 
been gathered in the Middle East 
since then. It also ig’ well known 
that there is a virtually uninter- 
rupted flow of American-made 
planes, tanks and other war equip- 
ment to Egypt. 

The season of high heat and 
sandstorms in North Africa is 
passing. There are almost daily 
minor sallies by British forces 
from beseiged Tobruk or in the 
Sollum region to suggest coming 
British efforts to wipe out the dan- 
ger to Egypt from the west. 

Further evidence of British con- 
solidation in Africa is to be seen 
in a Vichy announcement that the 
French have begun conferences 
with the British concerning re- 
moval of women and children 
from French Somaliland in East 
Africa. That makes it apparent 
the Vichy Government has given 
up hope of holding the colony. 

British claims of more than 100,- 
000 tons of Axis shipping de- 
stroyed or damaged at Rotterdam 
in a single sustained raid empha- 
size the value of British counter 
air attack. Shipping is almost as 
vital to the German forces of oc- 
cupation in France, the Low Coun- 
tries and Norway as it is to Eng- 
land itself. It is heavily used, 
even through the narrow Dover 
Straits, to supply Nazi forces of 
occupation and to fuel Nazi sub- 
marines. 

Neutral residents of French 
ports tell of greater shipping 
activities all along the invasion 
coasts since German occupation 
than in peacetime. Short hauls 
and dark nights make possible 
German use of inshore seaways to 
supplement road and rail transpor- 
tation. Rotterdam has been a 
trans-shipment center for that 
traffic and the British blow there 
was probably a telling stroke. 


VICHY CONTROLS ART EXPORTS 


Permits Also Required for Taking 
Out Historic Articles. 

VICHY, July 19 (AP).—The 
French Government forbade today 
the exportation of works of art or 
historic articles without special 
permit from the Secretary of. Edu- 
cation. 

Furniture made before 1830 and 
paintings, sculpture, engravings 
and like works finished before 1900 
were affected. The law provided 
a 5 per cent tax on objects allowed 
by license to leave the country. 


Morale Said to Have 
Been Hurt When In- 
—— Didn't Come

HE morale of German prisoners 

has been found to be lower in 

recent weeks, this correspond- 
ent learned today from an _  in- 
formed Briton who added, signif- 
icantly, that the quality of Nazi 
prisoners taken recently by the 
British is also lower. 

Nazi merchant seamen and sol- 
diers who have fallen into British 
hands lately, like the recently cap- 
tured luftwaffe pilots, this inform- 
ant said, are less impressive gener- 
ally than were Adolf Hitler's first 
elite. 

The spirit of the Germans was 
very high last autumn until the 
Nazis realized that invasion of the 
British Isles was being abandoned, 
thig source said. Now many of 
the’ prisoners feel that invasion is 
becoming impossible and they 
prove less truculently sure of their 
own propaganda. 

U-Boat Crews Taken. 


Three of Germany's best sub- 
marine commanders and their 
crews have been taken in the past 
two months. Though they rank 
high among the elite Nazis, their 
morale is extraordinarily low, this 
source said. They are depressed 
both by the number of German 
submarines the British are destroy- 
ing and by the fact that their own 
sinking of British shipping is less 
effective. 

The German high command tries 
to hide even from the submarine 
crews the extent of the U-boat 
losses. When attacking together 
the submarines are in wireless 
communication with one another, 
but the captains and wireless op- 
erators are forbidden to inform 
the crews when another submarine 
no longer answers signals. 

Similarly, crews are forbidden to 
discuss ashore any losses. The 
prisoners indicate that despite 
these rules, all submarine crews. 
know of losses and feel them to be 
too severe. 


Inflated Figures on Losses. 


Furthermore, the Germans are 
said to feel that the battle of the 
Atlantic is going too slowly. Their 
own figures of British losses are 
inflated and the crews know this. 
Even those who still believe their 
own figures, feel that the present 
rate of sinkings means too heavy 
a toll of their own submarines. 

There is no tendency here to sug- 
gest that a similiar movement 
come again, but it is recalled that 
it was submarine crews who mu 
tinied that started the German col- 
lapse in the last World War. 

Observers believe, moreover, that 
German morale will suffer further 
from the Russian war, both because 
of the ideological confusion and 
because of the inevitably heavy 
death lists.

We were somewhere off Iceland 
that night, headed from Glasgow 
for the hot lands of West Africa. 
There were U-boats about and the 
skipper of this blockade runner 
was avoiding death from a torpedo 
by hunting it in the gale. He aft- 
erward said he had arrived at the 
choice by flipping a coin. 

The “fiddles,” the little fences 
supposed to keep the crockery 
from sliding to the floor, weren’t 
high enough to lessen the havoc 
at the chief engineer's table. 


The chief engineer, who thought-

Mining Co. at Butte. In 1921 he 
joined the faculty of Montana 
School of Mines as a research in- 
structor and in 1928 he was made 
professor of metallurgy and head 
of the department. He has trav- 
eled extensively in Europe and has 
written articles for scientific and 


etechnical journals of this country 


and Germany. 

The new dean is a spectacied, 
quiet man of medium height, was 
reluctant to discuss any new plans 
of administration for Missouri 
School of Mines, when interviewed 
by reporters following the cura- 
tors’ meeting.

“As I see it, the school has three 
main functions—education, re 
search, and the dissemination of 
information. I'll do the best I can 
on all three.”

W. T. Burke, Here on Leave, 
Says Most Students at His 
Camp Are From U. S. 


Canada’s elementary 
flight training school at Birden, 
Manitoba, is almost like an Ameri- 
can colony, with 84 per cent of its 
man power consisting of volunteers 
from the United States, William 
T. Burke, St. Louls member of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter here Yyes- 
terday. 

Burke, who is in St. Louis on 
a 10-day leave from his duties as 
a flight instructor at Birden, said 
that week before last alone, 75 
out of 85 new students were Ameri- 
cans. The estimate of & per cent, 
he said, includeg the schoo] staff, 
gtound crews, instructors, clerks 
and students, 

On leave here with Burke is C. 
Robert Abernathy of Crystal City, 
Mo. 

Burke and Abernathy said that 
the school, officially designated as 
No. 19 Elementary Flying Train- 
ing School, turned out a class of 
85 men every three weeks on a 
stagger system that has 170 being 
trained at all times. The cadets 
are called Leading Air Craftsmen. 

Canadian youths, as far as 
Burke and Abernathy are con- 
cerned, seem to be more con- 
scientious than Americans. This 
quality is outstanding in making 
Canadian pilots almost, if not ful- 
ly as good, ag American flyers, 
they said, while poorest students 
are American “playboys” who vol- 
unteer more for a lark than any- 
thing else. 

Flight instructors’ pay starts at 
$50 a week American money and 
keep, After eight weeks, they re- 
ceive $250 a month with a $50 raise 
every eight weeks up to $376 a 
month. 

Upon enlisting for flight work, 
Burke and Abernathy were re- 
quired to take an oath of alle- 
giance to the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, but not to the King. 

Burke, whose home is at 4943 
Lindell boulevard, was a student 
two years at the Missouri School 
of Mines, Rolla, before going to 
Canada. Abernathy was a junior 
at St. Louis University.

There hadn't 
been any explosion—or at least 
none that we were aware of—and 
there wasn’t any unusual sluggish- 
ness in the ship's roll. The boats 
were swung out and waiting, the 
crew standing by. Then suddenly 
a whistle blew and we all went 
below again. The second officer 
came down presently to give us a 
bit of news. 

“Airplanes overhead,” he said. 
“But they signaled us and they 
turned out to be American. They're 
flying from Canada to England.” 

“They've got a fine night for it,” 
I said. 

And we had more of this. The 
storm lasted for a bone-breaking 
week, during which the clock went 
steadily back until we were with- 
in an hour of New York time. We 
zigzagged back again. One wintry 
night when qe seemed to be close 
to our starting point, we sat in 
Sparks’ cabin, warming and dry- 
ing ourselves over his kerosene 
heater. 

And then we Jearned the rest 
of this mercantile marine business. 
For suddenly we heard the group 
of dots and dashes he'd been 
teaching us all morning—the dis-

Most amazing, however, is the 
case of Juan Parrau, for many 
years an employe of the German 
firm of Gildmeister (main branch 
in Bremen), who suddenly quit 
his job and became a “discoverer 
of mines.” He applied for and 
received a concession from the 
Chilean Government for the dis- 
covery and exploitation of coal 
mines—and ‘he is conducting his 
search for these coal mines pre- 
cisely in the region of the Straits 
of Magellan. After several months 
of “geological investigation” he 
made a further application to the 
Chilean Government for permis- 
sion to construct shipping facili- 
ties, and chose a point midway be. 
tween Otway and Skyring, a loca- 
tion which happens to be of the 
greatest military advantage to Hit- 
ler, since it commands not only 
the straits but Punta Arenas it- 
self. 


Chile Grants ‘Rights. 


Evidently the Chilean ministry 
was entirely unaware at the time 
either of the location of this point 
or of the character and motives 
of Mr. Parrau, for the concession 
was granted, and he is at present 
busily engaged, in company with 
his Hitler friends, in the construc- 
tion of “shipping facilities” at 
Punta Arenas. Naturally, such a 
project requires the acquisition of 
large pieces of property, not only 
along the coast of the Straits of 
Magellan, but alsd in the surround- 
ing hills, since Parrau's “geolog- 
ical researches” disclosed the pos- 
sibility of discovering coal in that 
region, 

Although this group of Hitler 
agents, armed with all the neces- 
sary legal titles and supplied with 
tremendous sums of money, oper- 
ates on the spot, the real center of 
Nazi activity is in the region of 
Castro and the Island of Chiloe, 
half way between Santiago and 
the straits. 


This section of Southern Chile 
has always’ been the center of the 
German colony in that country and, 
with its population of 40,000, it con- 
stitutes by far the strongest group 
of foreign settlers in Chile. In the 
region ground Chiloe, the Nazi 
party at a meeting last March in 
Osorno (between Valdivia and Chi- 
loe) could actually muster more 
than 3000 members. At that time 
they were very disquieted by ru- 
mors of an intended cleanup of the 
Nazi party by the authorities. At 
this meeting it was resolved that, 
in case of an attack on the party, 
its funds, documents, etc., should 
be turned over to the Japanese, 
who also declared themselves will- 
ing, in case of trouble, to under- 
take the removal of wealthy Ger- 
mans from the district. 

‘Coal Mines’ and ‘Shipping.’ 

Collaboration between the Nazi 
party and the Japanese is espe- 
cially apparent in the harbor of 
Punto Montt, which is one of the 
central points for Hitler activity 
for the entire west coast of South 
America. Punto Montt is the site 
of the Oelckers firm, whose ships 
with their German captains and 
crews form the backbone of Nazi 
military activities in this region 
of the Pacific. It is an open secret 
that these Nazi boats, which carry 


the entire trade along the central | 


and southern Chilean coast, not 
only sail out on the high seas to 
meet Japanese battleships, but 
also meet regularly German

‘Boy Wonder’ From Indiana Is Key Man 
In Nominal Control of the Defense Set-Up

T appears as if every national emergqncy

known as a “boy wonder.” In the first 
World War, this title was bestowed on Walk 
ter S. Gifford, now president of the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Uo., who at 
the age of 31, on Oct. 11, 1916, was ap- 
pointed director of the National Defense 
Council. 

In the present crisis, Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr. was 39 years old when he became director 
of the Priorities Division of the Office of 
Production Management. But his crown as 
a young marvel has lately been grasped by 
Wayne Coy, aged 37, who a decade ago was 
editor of a country weekly in Indiana, and 
now is Haison officer of the Office for 
Emergency Management, top administrative 
agency of the industrial defense organization. 


A Recent Portent 

Of the Arms Program. 

The meteoric blaze of OEM from obscurity 
to power has been a recent portent of the 
rearmament program. It was perhaps the 
one least noted among six divisions which 
Mr. Roosevelt, under the Reorganization Act 
of 1939, set up in the Executive Office of 
the President. These were the White House 
Office, the Bureau of the Budget; the Na- 
tional Resources Planning Board, the Office 
of Government Reports, the Liaison Office 
for Personnei Management and the Office 
for Emergency Management. 

Though William H. McReynolds was 
named iiaison officer of OEM on May 25, 
1940, the agency may be said to have slum- 
bered on paper until Jan. 9 of this year, 
when an administrative order of the Presi- 
dent, almost unremarked at the time, desig- 
nated OEM as “parent corporation” of what 
have grown to be 13 industrial defense “sub- 
sidiaries.”” For néarly four months more, 
OEM continued to escape attention. Public 
heed was concentrated on its most pub- 
licized subsidiary, the Office of Production 
Management. 


OEM’s Rise Coincides 

With Coy’s Term on Job. 

Whether through pressure of events, or 
the expansive force of his own ambition, 
the ascent of OEM coincides largely with 
Coy’s tenure of office. On April 23 last 
McReynolds was transferred, as a result of 
the enactment of the Ramspeck Civil Service 
Bill, to the Liaison Office for Personnel 
Management. On the same day the Presi- 
dent appointed Coy as his successor, with 
a salary of $9000 a year. | 

Prior to that date, OEM had served in- 
conspicuously as a clearing house for emer- 
gency defense reports, and its liaison officer 
might have been described as a sort of glori- 
fied chief clerk and messenger boy for the 
White Héuse. In the brief space of three 
months the agency has risen to a position of 
mysterious and far-reaching influence which 
is suspected by few, with ramifications ex- 
tending beyond the formal scope of OEM. 
Its contacts now reach into certain estab- 


lishments outside that structure, such as the’

| Great Expansion of OEM Activities 


[LURING the three months since Wayne Coy, 37-year-old “boy wonder” from Indiana, was 
appointed liaison officer of the Office for Emergency Management, top administrative

In _ its early days, the expenses of OEM were defrayed 
On July 1 Congress voted its first appropriation—$35,500,000 in Cash and 
contract authorizations.

The result is that Coy, in con- 
junction with the Bureau of the Budget, wields the power of the purse over the entire in-

Coy insists that OEM has nothing to do

Power Still Nominal; 
He Acts for President. 


Coy’s position as ‘superior’ to such men as 
Knudsen, Mayor LaGuardia, Hillman, ‘Gen. 
Burns and his own former boss, Federal Se- 
curity Administrator McNutt, remains chief- 
ly nominal and dependent on his function 
as direct agent of the White House. But 
whether shadowy or real, his acquisition of 
power is hailed with proud delight by un- 
reconstructed New Dealers. It is not too 
much to say that he ranks as the New Deal 
“white hope” of the defense program. 

He is acclaimed as one of the ablest new- 
comers in Washington, with proved capacity 
for performing any task laid upon him. Be- 
cause of his youth, inexperience and lack of 
public prestige, few champions dare hope as 
yet’that he is destined to receive the richest 
plum now at the President’s disposal—ap- 
pointment as head of the industrial defense 
effort. They are content for the present to 
trust that his services may cancel out the 
contributions of such representatives of 
“ecoromic royalty’ as Knudsen, Stettinius. 
Rockefeller, Budd and some 250 $1-a-year 
men.

T HE combats of armies and air fleets and navies are, in a very real 


important combat that goes on unceasingly beneath the surface. 
In this mechanized age, no army is any stronger than the productive 
system which it rests upon. What has made Hitler's armies so terrible 
is not the fact that the Nazi is a better fighting man or a wiser strate- 
gist than the Englishman or the Frenchman—for we know perfectly 
well that he is not; it is rather the fact that the Nazis adapted their 
productive system to war long before the armies ever went into action, 
and did such a thorough job of putting their national economy on a war 
basis that when the war began the democracies were completely out- 


classed. 


Almost the whole course of the’ 


war from September, 1939, can be 
explained by that fact. Above all 
else, this is a war of machinery— 
not merely of mechanized armies, 
but of mechanisms behind the 
fighting lines, turning out the in- 
finite variety and, prodigious quan- 
tity of goods needed to make a 
modern army efficient. 


Workshops for Hitler. 


Hitler did more than get a head 
start. One by one, he came into 
possession of the great workshops 
of Europe. Call the roll of the 
captive countries which are now 
under Nazi dominion. When you 
finish you will find that, with a 
few exceptions, you have called 
the roll of Europe’s great manvu- 
facturing and productive centers. 
All of these now are working for 
Hitler. 

You can see, theretore, what the 
democracies are up against. The 
effective war production of Britain 
and the United States has got to 
become greater than the effective 
war production of Germany, plus 
the captive countries. if it does 
become greater, Hitler will be beat- 
en. If it does not, Hitler will win 
—and this is a table-stakes game, 
in which the winner gets every- 
thing in sight. 

It is extremely important for all 
of us to realize why our defense 
effort has got to be “all out.” In 
essence, we have got to produce 
such an unceasing flood of war 
goods that it will more than make 
up the difference between Britain’s 
present war production and the 
war production of Germany, all 
her allies and all her captives. 

No country on earth but our 
own could even attempt such a 
gigantic program. We can do it 
if we will. We have the skill, the 
resources, the wealth and the man- 
power to do it. But—and here is 
the point—we can just do it We 
shall have nothing to spare when 
we do it. We can do it only if 
we devote every resource to the 
job. 


Effect on Business. 


Once you appreciate that fact, 
you can see why we cannot ex- 
pect to have business as usual as 
long as this defense program lasts. 
And it is comparatively .easy to 
see how business is going to be 
not as usual, once you examine the 
demands which this defense pro- 
gram is making on our economic 
machinery. . 

We have already seen that war 
is basically a struggle between pro- 
ductive systems. A productive sys- 
tem depends on raw materials, 


machinery and workers. We have 


an abundance of all three for all 
ordinary peacetime purposes; but 
we do not have enough of any of 
the three for our ordinary peace- 
time requirements plus the require- 
ments of the defense program. 
So it is perfectly obvious that or- 
dinary commercia] production is 
going to be cut. 

Where are those cuts going to 
come first, and where are they 
likely to be deepest? 

It is in the genera! field of metals 
that the pinch is most severe, Un- 
derstand that where any metal is 
concerned, defense needs are met 
first and civilian demand has to 
be satisfied with what is left. The 


| civilian demand for such alumi- 


num as is left over after all defense 
needs have been met is in the ratio 
of 15 to 1—which means that for 
every pound of aluminum availa- 
ble to meet civilian needs there 
are at least 15 manufacturers each 
one of whom needs that pound, 
Civilian demand for the available 
supply of copper is in a ratio of 
five to two; civilian demand for 
such nickel as will be available is 
in a ratio of two to one. The situa- 
tion in steel is not quite so bad; 
the ratio of civilian demand to 
available supply stands at about 
10 to nine, although the situation 
ig considerably worse in respect to 
some of the alloy steels. Practically 
all of the metals in general indus- 
trial use stand somewhere between 
aluminum and steel. Civilian de- 
mand for every one of them is go- 
ing to suffer some curtailment. 


Can’t Meet Both Needs. 


It goes without saying that ev- 
erything possible is being done to 
increase the supply. In practically 
no case, however, will it be possible 
to increase the supply sufficiently 
to meet the over-all total of mili- 
tary plus civilian demand. Many 
of these metals come from over- 
seas, and there is an acute strin- 
gency of shipping. Furthermore, 
we are beginning to run into a 
shortage of the electric power with 
which metals are fabricated, and 
a shortage of the railway transpor- 
tation upon which both the raw 
materials and the finished product 
depend for their movement. What 
all of that comes down to is that 
most of these shortages are short- 
ages from which there simply is 
no visible escape. 


Now a nation facing such short- 
ages can do one of two things. One 
of them is to take it and like it— 
or try to like it. The Nazis did. 
that some time before the war,, 
when they calmly warned their 
people that since they could not 
have both guns and butter they 
would have to get along without 
the butter. There may be some 
fields in which we shall have to do 
the same thing. We are going to 
be obliged to get along without 
many luxuries and conveniences. 
But there is no sense in making 
our sacrifices any weightier than 
the facts oblige us to make them, 
and it happens to be true that 
there is a great deal which we can 
do to keep these various shortages 
from inflicting any real hardship 
on us, 


Fewer Autos, Radios. 


It stands to reason, of course, 
that any substantial shortage in 
an important raw material is going 
to mean a reduction in the number 
of the things that are made out of 
that material. These meta] short- 
ages, for instance, clearly mean 
that we are without any question 
going to have to get along with 
fewer automobiles, fewer radios, 
fewer vacuum cleaners and fewer 
refrigerators than we have been 
making. The same thing is going 
to be true of an immense number 
of other consumer goods, particu- 
larly those which are found on the 
shelves of the hardware merchant. 
Yet if we ean find ways to make a 
given quantity of raw material go 
farther than it used to go, we can 
save ourselves a part of the reduc- 
tion; and fortunately we do have «

Among the sand bags and bomb craters of Lon- 
don’s Bouverie street (closed to traffic), there is 
now being celebrated the 100th birthday of Punch, or 
the London Charivari. We do not know how many 
of its artists and writers obtained leaves from their 


elegant offices were thronged with even more ele- 
gant ghosts—Tom Hood, Thackeray, Tenniel and a 
host of others. 

Punch is unique. We are reminded by Clair Price 
of the New York Times that it was founded, July 17, 
1841, in imitation of Charles Philipon’s sensationally 
successful Parig Charivari. Well, it did take over his 
formula of combining good writing with brilliant 
But that was a 
mere matter of mechanics. Punch was from the 
beginning as British as the Empire—as British as 
squires, dowagers, vicars, retired colonels, mutton, 
tea, punting, blazers, cricket, bank holidays at Brigh- 
ton and letters to the Times. 

Punch was always very precise, very stiff, very 
Tory. It always gave the impression that its con- 
tributors worked in tails and white tie. It was 
never lusty. And, of course, it has been a question 
for a century whether it was ever funny. 

Back in 1868, it printed a humorous pen and ink 


sketch of a Scotsman meeting a townsman who was 
supposed to be in London on a visit. 
‘he exclaims, “Ye’re sune Hame again!” 
' comes right back: “E-eh, it’s just a ruinous place,

PROPAGANDA DUD ON THE RELIGIOUS FRONT. 

Adolf Hitler the other day pinned iron crosses on 
the breasts of 31 Catholic army chaplains. 

This was his latest and most desperate propaganda 
trick to line up Catholic sympathy in the neutral 
world for his “crusade” against “godless” Russia. 

It is doubtful if infornfed Catholics anywhere out- | 
side the Axis or Axis-dominated countries fell for 
this one. For they had rebuffed a long line of prior 
propaganda devices. 

Hitler's holy crusade just isn't going over in 
Europe or America. The Pope, in his broadcast 
three weeks ago, averted his face firmly, though 
diplomatically. As between Nazi paganism and 
Soviet atheism, the pontiff’s inference was “a plague 
o”’ both your houses.” | 

A week. later, German Catholic Bishops issued their 
bold pastoral letter. They spoke of “strong influ- 
ences at work against religion.” They hinted that, 
within Germany, “tha existence or non-existence of 
Christianity” is in the balance. That was a bombshell 
in the middle of Dr. Goebbels” propaganda cauldron. 

The same day, Bishop Hurley of Florida, an im- 
portant American prelate, was stripping the ase to 
its essentials. “The bald facts,” he said, are that 
Germany, “in violation of a treaty, launched an un-. 
provoked and undeclared war of aggression against 
the Communists, their former partners in crime.” 
Lest there be no misunderstanding, he added: 


The recluse of Berchtesgaden is badly cast for 
the role of Peter the Hermit. The Nasi remains 
enemy No. 1 of America and of the world. 


Stanch, bitter fighters against the Red philosophy 
that American Catholics have been, they know also 
how to appraise the equally vicious and far more 
dangerous Nazis. If they think of crosses, it is not 
the war decorations belatedly stage-managed by Hitler 
They think 
of the martyr’s crosses borne these eight years by 
the German Catholics who refused to subordinate 
their consciences to the Nazi state religion.

REPORT OF THE ROSENWALD FUND. 

The fund of more than $20,000,000 established in 
1917 by the late JuHus Rosenwald, Chicago merchant 
and philanthropist, is more than three-fourths ex- 
pended, says the report just issued. There are figures 
on the various categories, but statistics alone cannot 
begin to tell of the good that this benevolence has 
accomplished. For Negroes in many sections of the 
South, it has meant education and medical care not 
obtainable in any other way. It has meant college 
fellowships for Negroes and whites, surveys of and 
improvements in-.rural schools for both races, val- 
uable studies of educational and social problems. 

The fund in a few years will be exhausted, for Mr. 
Rosenwald, understanding how long-term bequests 
may outlive their usefulness, provided for its ex- 
penditure within 25 years after his death. The fund 
has fulfilled with distinction its charter’s statement 
of purpose: “To promote the well-being of mankind.”

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POOR ADMINISTRATION—POOR POLITICS. 

Illinoisans who were disappointed by the heavily 
political character of Gov. Green’s appointments to 
their utility regulating body, the State Commerce 
Commission, will not be reassured by his nominations 
thus far to the State Industrial Commission. For 
again, political considerations seem to come first. 

The new chairman is 34-year-old Alfred J. Borah 
of Chicago, director of the Young Republican Club’s 
activities in behalf of Gov. Green’s primary cam- 
paign last year. He has been a party worker and 
five years ago was Republican candidate for bailiff 
of the Municipal Court of Chicago. 

The two new commissioners to represent employers 
are Francis A. Horrigan, Republican Committeeman 
for the Thirty-seventh Ward in Chicago, and William 
E. King, Negro legislator, now serving his tenth year 
as Republican Committeeman for the Second Ward 
in Chicago. Before announcing Horrigan’s appoint- 
ment, Gov. Green’s office announced the appointment 
to that seat of Charles L. Gerds, Republican Commit- 
teeman for the Seventh Ward in Chicago. 

Mr. Green has yet to appoint new labor members— 
if he intends to replace those now sitting—and labor 


may well hope that it will be more nearly represented |' 


than the employers are in the person of these Repub- 
lican ward committeemen from Chicago. In any 
event, it is hard to see how the commission could 
be made up without representation for workers in the 
downstate industrial area, including the Southern 
Illinois coal fields. 

This commission is an important State agency 
in one of the most important of industrial states. 
It has a highly specialized work to do, much of it 
of a judicial nature. The average politician who 
might be appointed could do little more than draw 
his salary of $5000 a year; the work of the commis- 
sionership would have to be done by eone else. 

Is the new Republican administration in Illinois 
serving either the State or its own best interests in 
loading down these vital State commissions with 
ward politfcians from Chicago? The answer is as 
plain as day.

“Cross Winds of Empire” is important 
primarily for its word-picture of the South 
Seas—their natives, market places, temples, 
fields and palaces. There are invaluable 
bits of history, astute observations on nati" 
rivalries, sharp sketches of Filipino poll 
cians. Col. Remington writes colorfully, and 
his descriptions of out-of-the-way places are 
often first-rate prose.

“apostolic succession” involving 


ordination by only three pairs of 


hands—the singularly diverse 
hands of Frank M. McHale, Paul 
V. McNutt and Harry L. Hopkins. 

In appearance, Coy is slight and 
frail of features and build—so 
much so, that he seems to have 
awakened a protective instinct in 
robust citizens like McHale and 
McNutt, while the valetudinarian 
Harry Hopkins welcomed him at 
first sight as a brother. He ex- 
erts an appealing and slighfly pa- 
thetic charm, and possesses a gift 
for flattering deference. But this 
Hoosier with the delicate air and 
ingratiating manner, according to 
anti-machine members of Congress 
from his own State, is as thorough- 
paced a careerist as has struck 
Washington in a long time. 

Up the Hard Way. 

At any rate, he came up the 
hard way. He was born Nov. 23, 
1903, at Blueridge, a hamlet in 
Shelby County, Indiana, where his 
father was station agent for the 
Big Four Railroad. (His mother 
today holds a minor post with 
this company). He was christened 
Albert Wayne Coy, but later 


dropped the first Christian name. 


He can scarcely remember when 
he was not working to earn money. 
He sold newspapers and helped 
put himself through high school 
with heavy jobs like unloading ties 
and cement at 10 cents an hour. It 
took him six years, from 1920 to 
1926, to win a degree at Franklin 
College, in Johnson County, Indi- 
ana. He was compelled to stop out 
for a year now and then to earn 
tuition fees. 

One of his jobs was in the Big 
Four general office at Cincinnati, 
but mostly he worked as reporter 
and then city editor of the Frank- 
lin Star, an independent daily. He 
cast his first vote as a Republican, 
and explains that he was a Re- 
publican by heredity, and is all 
the better Democrat through the 
circumstance that he became one 
by choice. 

Entry Into Politics in 1926. 

Though he might claim august 
precedent in the Supreme Court 
itself, he strenuously denies a 
charge current in Washington that 
he was also a member of the Ku 
Klux Kian, then rife in Indiana. 
In fact, according to his version, 
he entered politics in 1926 because 
a certain “Billy” Hill was running 
for Congress on an anti-Klan plat- 
form in the old Fourth District of 
Indiana. Coy says he has forgot- 
ten whether in this campaign he 
was secretary of the Republican 
District Committee or the Young 
Republican Club. But he recollects 
distinctly that Hill received only 
five votes out of 22,000 cast. These 
election returns seem to have wak- 
ened the first doubt in his mind 
whether there was any future for 
an up-and-coming lad in the G. O. 
P 


In 1927 he married Miss Grace 
Cady of Booneville, Ind., a mem- 
ber of his graduating class at 
Franklin College. They have two 
surviving children, Stephen, aged 
10, and Wayne Jr., three and a 
half. In 1930 he borrowed $5000 
and made the first payment on the 
purchase of a Democratic weekly, 
the Delphi Citizen. Delphi is a 
smmall town in Northern Indiana. 
After six years of labor, he was 
glad to sell the paper and take a 
loss of $1500. 

Publicity Worker for McHale, 

In 1932 McNutt ran for Gover- 
nor of Indiana, and Coy attached 
himself to headquarters of the 
State Democratic Committee in 
Indianapolis, He began with odd 
jobs, such ag driving cars for mi- 
nor political lights, but soon at- 
tracted the attention of Frank 
McHale, McNutt’s burly and tough- 
minded campaign manager. Mc- 
Hale was delighted with the dain- 
ty, unassuming youth who was 
eager to undertake the humblest 
chores, and put him on the public- 
ity staff at $50 a week. 

When McNutt was elected, Mc- 
Hale did not forget his new pro- 
tege, and hit on the idea of forcing 
him as secretary on Senator Fred- 


- Nutt. Part of the job was acting 


device of announcing the appoint- 
men with loud ‘fanfares in the 
newspapers. Van Nuys, of stub- 
born Dutch descent, ruined the 
plan by denying the claim with 
equal resonance in the press, The 
whole transaction, Coy avers, was 
news to him. 

After this reverse, McHale felt 
compelled to save his face by “do- 
ing something” for Coy. The lat- 
ter was appointed to no less a post 
than that of secretary to Gov. Mc- 


as secretary for the State Parole 
Board and relief organization. The 
liaison officer of today denies with 
a smile that he was ever afflicted 
with “the sovtial worker's mental 
ity,” and protests that he never 
filled out a case history in his life. ; 
But these asides of his job proved 
its most important features, for 
they led him to Harry Hopkins, 
who was destined to introduce him 
to President Roosevelt. 
WPa Chief for Indiana. 

In 1935 Coy became State ad- 
ministrator of WPA, of which 
Hopkins was head, and then re- 
gional director for Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Pennsy!l- 
vania and New Jersey. He held 
these posts for a year. In 1936 
Indiana passed a State Social Se- 
curity Act. Gov. McNutt went in 
person to an encampment of the 
National Guard, of which Coy was 
a member, to inform him he had 
been named Indiana’s first direc- 
tor of the new State Welfare De- 
partment. 

In 1936 McNutt campaigned to 
elect as his successor M. Clifford 
Townsend, one of the ornaments of 
the machine, who is now right- 
hand man to Sidney Hillman in 
OPM. There was no Hatch Act 
in those days, and another charge 
which Coy denies is that he mar- 
shaled the State’s relief votes to 
Townsend's side. Townsend was 
elected, but the victory almost cost 
Coy his life. ? 

One story is that during this 
campaign the machine dallied with 
an Indianapolis crowd headed by 
Judge Frank Baker of the Crim- 
inal Court, and repudiated its 
promises after the election. Coy’s 
interpretation is that he was pro- 
moting a bill in the Legislature 
to place the State Welfare Depart- 
ment under civil service. 

Beaten as “Doublecrosser.” 

Whatever the cause, it appears 
true that in 1937 a political thug 
named Peter Cancilla, with out- 
cries of “Doublecrosser!” fel] upon 
Coy in the lobby of the State Cap- 
itol and beat him nearly to death. 
He was taken to a hospital with 
one side of his face crushed, and 
carrying his left eyeball in one 
hand. The eye was sewed and re- 
placed. Coy proudly displays the 
stitches as evidence that he not 
only fought but bled for the merit 
system. 

McNutt was appointed later in 
1937 to be High Commissioner of 
the Philippines. Coy went along 
as assistant, and remained two 
years. He arrived in Washington 
at the beginning of 1939, and on 
Hopkins’ recommendation was ap- 
pointed by the President as mem- 
ber of a committee for adjusting 
various agencies to the Reorgani- 
zation Act. During this job of two 
months he won the President's fa- 
vorable notice. On July 29 of that 
year, he became assistant to Me- 
Nutt, who had been appointed first 
administrator of the Social Secu- 
rity Board. 

Coy also disclaims credit often 
given him for bringing about Mc- 
Nutt’s “Good Soldier” speech at 
the 1940 Democratic national con- 
vention, in which the Hoosier 
statesman refused to stand as a 
candidate for nomination ag Vice- 
President. Coy was by then inti- 
mate with Hopkins, the President's 
personal manager at the conven- 
tion, and may have been chosen 
as emissary to inform McNutt that 
Mr. Roosevelt demanded Henry A. 
Wallace as his running te. It 
was possible he wag asked for an 
opinion. But, as Coy says, McNutt 
is too big a man not to make his 
own decisions,

Sales Up 22 Pct.— State 
Licenses Here to June 30 
Close to Total for All of 


"41 — Congestion Near 
Defense Plants. 


There is a very good reason why 
it is taking men and women long- 
er to drive home in the late after- 
noon rush hour this summer—there 
are more automobiles on the 
streets of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County than ever before. 


At the city office of the State 
Auto License Bureau, 178,301 pas- 
senger car licenses had been is- 
sued as of June 30, which was 5000 
more than at the same time last 
year and within easy hailing dis- 
tance of the 186,675 total for all 
of 1940, which was an all time 
high. William E. Dexter, manager 
of. the office, estimates the 1940 
total will be passed by mid-August. 

This has already been accomp- 
lished at the county office, which 
had issued 48,431 licenses as of 
June 30, or more than twice as 
many as at the same time last 
year, and 1000 more than the total 
for 1940. 

Number of Trucks Also Up. 


There has also been a slight in- 
crease in the number of truck 
licenses issued. The city office 
sold 26,545, as of June 30, com- 
pared with 25,602 on the same 
date last year. The county of- 
fice sold 6673 @r the first half- 
year, compared with 4653 for the 
same period in 1940. 

All of this has made _ the 
principal street intersections, es- 
pecially on the main arteries run- 
ning west, extremely crowded be- 
tween 4:30 and 6 p. m. and has 
made traffic on some county roads 
move at a slow pace.

WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP).— 
The Federal Conciliation Service 
reported it adjusted 85 strikes, 
threatened strikes or other labor 
disputes involving 33,258 workers 
during the week. Other labor de- 
velopments of the week: 

NEW YORK — Albert W. 
Hawkes, president of the United 
States ber of Commerce, sug- 
gested as a solution to labor dis- 
putes the general use of the To- 
ledo plan. This involves estab- 
lishment of local strike morator- 
ium committees composed of rep- 
resentatives of labor, management 
and the public, working Jong vol- 
untary mediation lines. 

WASHINGTON — Sidney Hill- 
man, associate director of the Of- 
fice of Production Management, 
told a congressional committee on 
Tuesday that “not a single strike 
in the nation is troubling the 
OPM.” 

NEW YORK—George Meany, 
secretary and treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor, as- 
serted that only one twenty-fourth 
of 1 per cent of defense work time 
had been lost as a result of AFL 
work stoppages. 

DETROIT—Gov. Van Wagoner 
of Michigan appointed a special 
mediation commission to attempt 
settlement of a strike by a CIO 
shipbuilders’ union at the Great 
Lakes Engineering Corporation's 
plant, builder of lake ore boats. 
The CIO, AFL and an independent 
union each claims a majority mem- 
bership of the 550 employes and 
seeks recognition as the bargain- 
ing agent. 

MUSKEGON, Mich. — The AFL 
United Automobile Workers and 
the Sealed Power Corporation 
signed a contract and agreed to 
resume production Monday. The 
10-day-old strike at the plant, 


which has sub-contracts on a num- 


ber of defense orders, was based 
on demands for wage increases, 
a union shop and vacation pay. 

BENDIX, N. J.—Three hundred 
employes of Air Associates, Inc., 
went back to work Friday through 
a picket line of a CIO union which 
called a strike to enforce demands 
for a union contract and rein- 
statement of workers the union 
said were dismissed for union ac- 
tivity. Earlier disorder had re- 
sulted in injury to six persons and 
three arrests. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. — A CIO 
union rescinded a strike call at 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
road Co.'s plant after the dispute 
was certified by the Labor Depart- 
ment to the National Defense Me 
diation Board.

TWO YEARS INSTEAD OF ONE 


Fiy Also Says Talks With Net- 
works on Chain Broadcasting 
Show “Considerable Progress.” 
WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP).— 

The nation’s radio stations, which 

long have objected to short-term 

license periods, soon may be li- 

censed for two years instead of 

the present one year. 

James Lawrence Fly, chairman 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission, disclosed at a press 
conference today that a two-year 
license period was under consid- 
eration. During the last two years 
stations have been licensed for one 
year. Previously licenses were for 
only six months. The Communica- 
tions Act fixes three years as the 
maximum, 

Fly also said that negotiations 
for “workable modifications” of 
the commission’s new regulations 
governing chain broadcasting had 
made “very considerable progress.” 
He added that he felt “pretty opti- 
mistic about the ultimate outcome” 
of the negotiations which hé is 
conducting with representatives of 
the three major networks.

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Sugar Quota Boosted 500,000 Tons 
To Meet Demand Boomed by Defense 


Action Expected to Depress Prices, Which 
Have Gone Up Half-Cent a Pound 
Despite Ample Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP). 
—The Agriculture Department an- 
nounced a 502,002-ton increase to- 
day in 1941 sugar marketing quo- 
tas in a move designed, officials 
said, to assure consumers ample 
supplies at fair prices. 

The quotas were increased from 


7,125,561 to 7,627,563 short ‘tons, 


raw value. 

Established under sugar control 
legislation, the quotas are supposed 
to represent the amount needed 
to supply the country during the 
calendar year. Officials said that 
it had become necessary to raise 
the estimate of needs ‘argely be 
cause of increased consumption 
resulting from defense re-employ- 
ment and a practice of many con- 
sumers to carry larger reserves 
than normal to avoid a possible 
shortage. 

The new 1941 quotas compare 
with 17,465,633 tons marketed in 
1939, a year in which President 
Roosevelt suspended quotas  be- 
cause of consumer hoarding and 
sharply rising prices. Consumption 
last year totaled about 6,890,000 
tons. 


The new and old quotas, respec- 
tively, by marketing areas: Conti- 
nental beet area, 1,768,996 and 
1,652,571 short tons; the main- 
land cane area, 479,562 and 448,000, 
Hawaii, 1,070,641 and 1,000,177; 
Puerto Rico, 910,787 and 850,844; 
Virgin Islands, 10,176 and 9507; 
the Philippines, 1,060,023 and 982,- 
663; Cuba, 2,181,825 and 2,038,230, 
and foreign countries other than 
Cuba, 145,553 and 143,569. 

Apprehension over possible 
shortages ‘and consumer stock 
hoarding has served, officials said, 
to help increase prices of refined 
sugar about half a cent a pound 
over last year’s level despite the 
fact that supplies in areas entitled 
to a share in the American market 
are described as more than ample. 

This fear of a possible shortage 
grew out of the fact that ocean 
shipping facilities have been re- 
duced by the war. The United 
States depends on offshore areas 
for about 70 per cent of its sugar. 

Officials said that the increase 
in quotas should have a price-de- 
pressing effect. Some Agriculture 
Department officials believe pres- 
ent prices should be brought in 
line with those of a year ago.

freighters and convoys, to whom 
they bring not only fresh food sup- 
plies, but also arms. 


No Passengers Allowed. 


Under these circumstances it is 
easy to understand why the ships 
of the Oelckers company refuse 
passengers, even at the highest 
rates, Naturally, they do not care 
to have eye-witnesses of their ac- 
tivities aboard. 

A recent occurrence in Punto 
Montt aroused a great deal of at- 
tention. At the docks of the Oelck- 
ers company, during the unloading 
of “porcelain from Japan” a case 
was inadvertently dropped and the 
“porcelain” turned out to be the 
most up-to-date portable firearms. 

It attests to the strength of the 
local Nazi organization, with its 
extraordinarily capable and influ- 
ential district leader, Dr. August 
Riffart of Castro and its propa- 
ganda chief, Herr Kast, who is in 
charge of a number of radio sta- 
tions registered with the police, 
that in spite of this incident 
neither the local nor the central 
authorities took any steps against 
the Nazis. 

Not only Punte Montt and Castro 
are controlled by the _ political 
activities of the Nazi party. Corral, 
Valdivia, Temuco, Ancua, Coronel 
Talcahuano and the remainder of 
the coastal towns of Chile aill 
swarm with Nazi agents, who op- 
erate through the strong local 
party organizations. 

The power of the Nazis in this 
section and as fer down as the 
Straits of Magellan, control over 
which is the goal of German and 
Japanese agents, is so great that 
the Chilean authorities feel power- 
less to combat it. One must con- 
sider that the Chilean population 
of this district consists mainly of 
Indians, who are hardly a match 
for the economic and social pres- 
sure (and attractions) of the Ger- 
man colony. 

If U. 8S. Enters War. 

In view of all this it is hardly 
to be wondered that Chilean of- 
ficials in Santiago consider that 
the future of the central and south- 
ern coast of Chile and especially 
the Straits of Magellan is desper- 
ate, in the event of the entry of 
the United States into the war 
against the Axis. Above all they 
fear the active collaboration be- 
tween Germany and Japan, since 
they assume that such collabora- 
tion will lead to naval warfare in 
the region of the Straits of Magel- 
lan. Without the active aid of the 
American navy Chile cannot hope 
to combat even the comparatively 
weak naval forces of Germany and 
Japan and defend the only other 
connecting link between the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans. In the 
circles of the Hitler party one 
counts almost with certainty on 
the expectation that the central 
authorities will evacuate the 
southern section of Chile, and 
there is great hope on the basis 
of this factor that the Axis will 
be’ able to establish a German- 
Japanese base with practically no 
resistance from the Chilean Gov- 
ernment. 

If America wishes to balk these 
plans of Germany and Japan it 
will be necessary for the United 
States to turn its attention much 
more energetically to this region 
and to direct its politics and mill- 
tary strategy towards the Straits 
of Magellan end its surrounding 
territory.

DEFENSE TRAFFIC LOAD 
DELAYS FAST TRANS 


Main Lines From St. Louis to 
East Glutted With Heavy 
Freight Movements, 


Delays in schedules of some fast 
passenger trains between St. Louis 
and the East, noticeable to regular 
travelers particularly in the last 
six months, was attributed in part 
by a representative of the New 
York Central Lines yesterday to 
the “glutting” of main lines by in- 
creasingly heavy freight move- 
ments resulting from the stimulus 
of the national defense program. 

“We haven't suffered much here 
yet, but passenger trains have 
been delayed quite a bit around 
industrial centers east of St. Louis, 
such as Cleveland, Pittsburgh and 
Buffalo,” Lawrence J. Hennessey, 
St. Louis district passenger agent 
of the New York Central, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

“We consider that defense needs 
come first,” Hennessey declared. 
He estimated that only about 5 
per cent of the New York Central 
trains from the East were late 
into St. Louis in the last six 
months. His estimate included 
delays from all causes, 


How Delays Occur. 


Because of the greater number 
of freight trains, passenger trains 
are more likely nowadays to get 
behind slower freight trains, Hen- 
nesgey explained. For example, 
he related, a fast passenger train 
from New York, which gets be- 
hind a freight train also bound 
west, must slow down until the 
freight train reaches a siding. 

Representatives of the two prin- 
cipal competitors of the New York 
Central, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad; took issue with Hennes- 
sey. They said that the increased 
freight movement had not inter- 
fered with passenger train sched- 
ules. 

P. E. Feucht of Indianapolis, 
general superintendent of the 
Southwestern Division of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, who was in St. 
Louis yesterday, said: “Despite the 
heaviest railroad traffic in recent 
history, the performance of Penn- 
sylvania Railroad passenger trains 
arriving in St. Louis Union Station 
compares favorably with last year's 
figures when business was consid- 
erably less.” 

Situation in‘ St. Louis. 

In the first six months this year 
there were “slightly” more late ar- 
rivals in St. Louis by the four 
leading New York-to-St. Louis pas- 
senger trains of the Pennsylvania, 
than in the comparative period 
of 1940, Feucht said, declaring, how- 
ever, that this was not due in any 
way to interference by increased 
freight traffic. : 

He said the chief factors were 
adverse weather conditions in the 
Eastern Seaboard territory early 
this year and the coal] strike last 
spring. The closing of many mines, 
he went on, forced conservative 
use of coal and in many instances 
the use of inferior fuel. On-time 
operations were made more diffi- 
cult, he said, by the necessity of 
hauling longer trains with one loco- 
motive. 

“Although freight traffic of the 
Pennsylvania last month was about 
40 per cent greater than in June, 
1940,” Feucht said, “this situation 
has not been permitted to inter- 
fere with passenger train perform- 
ance.” 

Roy L. Pearce, B. & O. general 
passenger agent here, declined to 
discuss late arrivals of B. &. O. 
trains beyond saying that any tar- 
diness was not due to the heavier 
freight traffic.

FUNERAL FOR DEAN MARTIN 
AT COLUMBIA: HOME TODAY 


Head of Missouri U. Journalism 
School to Be Buried at York, 
Neb., Tomorrow.

COLUMBIA, Mo. July 19.—- 
Funeral services for Frank Lee 
Martin, dean of the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism, who 
died last night, will be held at his 
home here at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon. Burial will take place 
Monday in the family plot at York, 
Neb. 

Dean Martin, who was 60 years 
old and had been a faculty mem- 
ber of the echool of journalism al- 
most continuously for 32 years, 
died of apoplexy shortly after 
painting the garage at his resi- 
dence. He had apparently been 
in good health since suffering a 
serious illness three years ago. 

Prior to becoming head of the 
journalism school six years ago,

yardmaster. These are so located 
that they are reached in a walk 
of not more than 90 feet from any 
point on the four lead tracks. A 
connection with the tower across 
Municipal Bridge, at Eighth and 
Gratiot streets, St. Louis, gives 
notice of the approach of trains 
headed for the yards. 

The system was installed by 
Francis X. Slivka, sound engineer, 
last January, after several months’ 
study.

and almost a mile and a half long, 
are smaller than most other yards 
in the St. Louis area, but have 
a large and continuous car move 
ment. Technicians of several] trunk 
lines have inspected the working 
of the communications system, said 
to be the first of its kind in this 
eountry. 

A. L. Lenny, superintendent, said 
the new system had expedited 
movement of the 3500 cars switched 
daily, by giving greater flexibility 
of direction. Also, he said, it has 
eliminated “rawhiding.” That word 
was used to describe the lectures 
given by yardmasters to men who 
had failed to place cars just right. 
The men can now avoid these mis- 
takes by going to a “talkback” and 
getting explicit instructions.

WEDGEPORT, Nova Scotia, July 20. 


R thrills, not catching a tuna is tops. Nothing in the way 

Fi sport affords a man more satisfaction than to avoid one 

of these fish whose average weight is around 600 pounds. 

The waters off this Nova Scotian village are recogriized as 
the world’s greatest tuna fishing 
grounds and so to be able to miss a 
tuna here gives added luster to the 
angler’s accomplishment. 


Whenever a man drops a hook 


into the water around here he runs 
the risk of catching a tuna. It is 
no mean risk, either, but ranks 
right along with raising blooded 
Black Widow spiders and playing 
drop the handkerchief. There are 
all sorts of stories concerning what 
has happened to those unfortunate 

7 enough to hook into a tuna. 

— * There is the story of the Danish 
HENRY McLEMOR Prince, who was caught by a tuna. 
He was seated in a swivel chair, which was riveted to the deck 
of the boat. He was strapped in the chair and wore a stout 
leather harness to which his rod was locked. 

The fish struck. Up from the deck came the chair. Up 
He tried to let loose but

toward the bottom they all went and efforts to cut the line and 
release the Prince would undoubtedly have proved futile, had 
not the fish, perhaps from surprise at catching his first bit of 
Danish royalty, quit his plunge for the bottom and surfaced.

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CIVILIAN PUBLIC SERVICE CAMP FOR CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS AT MAGNOLIA, ARK, 


Men With Scruples Against Serving 
In Armed Forces Are Fighting Soil 
Erosion in Arkansas---They Do Not 
Feel They Are Being Punished

MAGNOLIA, Ark., July 19. 


é6é OU gotta git up,” the great 
Y gong clanged, as a soldier 

of peace pounded it where 
it hung on the screened porch of 
the mess hall at the Conscientious 
Objectors’ Camp. There was no 
bugle call because in the camp 
called Peace there is no semblance 
of war. 

Since the break of day, while 
their comrades still slept in the 
cabins under the red oak trees, 
two young men had gone sleepily 
about their assigned task of pre- 
paring breakfast for all. One of 
them, as he worked, had watched 
the clock, for it was his duty, at 
the coming of half past five, to 
summon the “Conchies” from their 
slumbers. 

At 5:30 he stepped out on the 
porch and wHanged the gong loud 
and long. Across the camp it 
sent its call. In the cabins the 
young men stirred and yawned 
and rubbed their eyes. There was 
no turning over for another wink 
of sleep. They were not in the 
army now but, to keep out of the 
army, they had entered upon a 
discipline that went the round of 
the clock and knew no such word 
as shirk. 

Yes, they were secure from the 
threat of war, and there was com- 
fort in that, but the clang of the 
gong was their cal] to another 
day’s toil as part of the price that 
they must pay for the privilege of 
walking in the ways of peace. 

Out of their bunks they tumbled 
with no word of complaint and 
with no hard feelings against the 
gong-beater, for this was what they 
had chosen and they did not regret

In the wash room they soused 
themselves with cold water and 
sputtered and bantered back and 
forth. Within the half hour they 
had made up their bunks and put 
their possessions in order, and 
stood ready for the next call of the 
gong, always more welcome than 
the first.

sorbed some of the ultraviolet 
light in order to prevent damage 
to the skin was sound in theory 
but difficult to achieve, chiefly be- 
cause there was no good guide to 
how much of the _ ultraviolet 
should be absorbed. The sunburn 
spectrum provides such a gulde. 
It shows that ultraviolet rays of 
lengths up to 3130 Angstrom units 
redden and burn the skin. The 
reddenin,; does not appear imme- 
diately, but takes several hours to 
show. This, incidentally, seems to 
explain an insidious feature of 
sunburn: the victim usually does 
not realize he is being burned, or 
he might use more discretion 
about the length of time he stays 
in the sun. The reddening and 
burning produced by these short 
ultraviolet rays alone is followed 
later by tanning. 

With rays 3130 Angstroms and 
longer, however, tanning without 
burning is produced. At a slightly- 
shorter wavelength, 2060 Ang- 
stroms, both direct tanning and 
the reddening associated with 
burning is produced. Rays from the 
sun shorter than 2000 
are too short to penetrate the at- 
mosphere and reach the earth's 
surface, though they can be pro- 
duced by artificial light sources. 


Tere idea of incorporating in a 
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the redness disappears momentar- 
ily but the tan color remains. If 
the redness comes from the 
shorter, burning ultraviolet rays, 
probably no tan color will be seen 
because the tan that comes from 
exposure to these short rays alone 
does not develop for quite some 
time. 


The rays that are most effective 


in preventing and curing rickets 


seem to be just at the border be- 
tween the tanning and the burn- 
ing rays. 

Using the sunburn spectrum for 
testing the effectiveness of anti- 
sunburn and suntanning Iiotions, 
which you probably will not do 
but which the manufacturing 
chemists will, is complicated, 
however. Not only the length of 
the rays but their intensity and 
the time of exposure must be con- 
sidered. So-called sun lamps, 
which produce ultraviolet light, 
are not exactly comparable with 
sunlight itself. The ultraviolet 
light from the sun, moreover, is 
quiet different on top of a moun- 
tain from what it is one the shore 
of the ocean, and still different in 
New York City and New Orleans.

Suntanning itself is a chemical 
reaction during which a colorless 
chemical in the skin is converted 
into the brownish-black pigment, 
melanin, or a very similar pig- 
ment or coloring matter. This 
melanin has the property of ab- 
sorbing the sun’s rays except 
those at the red end of the sun's 
spectrum. It thus provides a nat- 
wral defense against the burning 
ultraviolet rays.

$2000 worth of aerial photographic 
equipment in his engineering 
work. Last October when he went 
into the Air Corps from the re- 
serves, Louise Pote promptly took 
over the equipment, took to the 
air and now, within the year, is 
in it up to the hairpins that hold 
up the back of her half-bob. 


“Tt had always had a knack for 
cameras and photography,” she 
explains, “and what I already 
knew was easy to apply in the 
air.” 


Only recently Mrs. Pote had 
what she calls “not a mishap, but 
a narrow squeak.” Commissioned 
to do serial shots of some fisher- 
jes and lumber mills near Reed- 
ville, Va., she and her pilot battled 
heavy head winds from the air- 
port near her home at Hyattsville, 
Md,, until they were over the sites 
to be photographed, By the time 
Mrs. Pote had finished shooting 
her pictures the gas supply in the 
plane was getting low. Fiying at 
about 3000 feet, the pilot came 
down to 600 over the countryside, 
searching for a place to land and 
refuel. They cruised for miles, had 
to avoid one landing field because 
it was a new naval proving ground 
over which civilian flying is pro- 
hibited, and finally set down in a 
field, miles from a gas supply. 

“But what annoyed me most,” 
says Mrs. Pote, “was that I missed 
one of the pictures I was after.” 

For verticals, the straight-down 
shots she makes on assignments 
such as those from sanitary com- 
missions, Mrs. Pote uses a Waco 
plane with a hole cut in the bot- 
tom. For oblique shots she uses 
a Cub plane with an open side. 
She herself is strapped in, the cam- 


era is strapped about her neck, but > 


with all safety precautions, she 
says it sometimes seems a iong 
way to the ground. ‘ 

“The camera,” she explains, “can- 
not be rested on There 
has to be as little vibration as 
possible, and so I brace it against 
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myself with my arms pressed close 
against my body.” 

Between her aerial work and the 
work she does on interiors, Mrs. 
Pote says there is a great deal of 
difference. In the air, she says, 
“it's a quick-thinking trigger proc- 
There is just the right mo- 
ment for the picture when the 
plane ig banked at the right angle, 
flying at the right speed and when 
the clouds have obligingly gone 
some plac® else. With interiors 
it's “a studied process” of compo- 
sition and lightning. Before doing 
a room, Mrs. Pote may spend as 
much as hour arranging pre- 
cisely the f of draperies, doing 
away with electric light cords and 
otherwise perfecting details to suit 
her demanding camera. 

“Perhaps my most valuable piece 
of equipment,” Mrs. Pote laughs, 
“is the hairpin. When a drapery 
doesn’t, hang just right, you can al- 
ways correct the fault by pinning 
it with a hairpin. I even use my 
hairpins in out-of-doors work. Not 
long ago I was doing a picture 
story of a large estate and I found 
it necessary to improve upon na- 
ture’s distribution of the flowers 
in one shot. With my hairpins, I 
wired the blooms of flowers in one 
spot onto the stems of those in an- 
other. Handy things, these hair- 
pins.”

a glorious salad, partictiarly 
at this time of year. A salad, as 
you know, can be made from most 
anything appearing as a course or 
as a full meal. The latter applies 
when fish, shelifish or meat is 
served in the form of salad. 

Vegetables in a salad are good, 
either raw or cooked. I am par- 
ticularly fond of the latter. Fresh 
greens thoroughly washed, then 
shaken to remove the water, and 
wrapped in a wet cheesecloth to 
chill in the refrigerator is impor- 
tant. And equally important is the 
dressing. You must strive for an 
individual touch in your salad 
dressings. 

It would take a volume of these 
columns to hold all the salad dress- 
ings I have in my files. A great 
many have already appeared and 
I trust that you have done a lit- 
tle experimenting with them, treas- 
uring those which offered some- 
thing just a little different. 

For many years I have been try- 
ing to sell the male member or 
male mémbers of the family on the 
idea of tossing together a salad. 
This is one sport that a man en- 
joys, especially if he has a trick 
or two up his sleeve in making 
tasty dressings. Two salads a day 
are not too many, but anyway, at 
least one. An investment in a 
wooden bowl, a wooden spoon and 
fork for tossing the salad can be 
made for little or nothing.

A SIMPLE FRENCH DRESS- 
ING is perhaps the most popular, 
with mayonnaise a runner-up. 
There are a number of commercial 
dressings on the market which are 
good in case you do not care to 
bother to make your own. Chopped 
hard-cooked eggs sprinkled over 
the top of a crisp grecn salad add 
much to the appearance and flavor 
of a plain salad.- A few thinly 
shredded anchovies mixed with a 
Plain green salad are good, too. 
And don’t forget the hidden jewel 
—the little nub of garlic to rub 


the bow!. 
Molded Cottage Cheese Salad 

Two tablespoons gelatin, one- 
fourth cup cold water, one-half cup 
hot water, two cups cottage cheese, 
one-half cup mayonnaise, one-half 
pint sweet cream, whipped; one- 
half cup chili sauce, one tablespoon 
tarragon vinegar, one teaspoon 
salt, one-third teaspoon white pep- 
per. Light pinch cayenne pepper. 

Soak gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes. Add hot water and 
stir over low heat until melted, but 
do not boil. When cool stir in the 
cheese, whipped cream, mayon- 
naise, chili sauce and seasonings. 
Grease ring mold with a little oil 
and fill with the mixture. Place in 
the refrigerator until thoroughly 
chilled. Invert the salad from the 
mold onto a platter and fill the 
center with Waldorf Salad.

Melt chocolate in top of double 
boiler, over hot water. Mix sugar 
and flour together, add to melted 
chocolate, and stir until blended; 
then add salt and scalded milk 
and stir until smooth. Beat egg 
yolks until light and stir in a 
little of the hot mixture; return 
this to the chocolate mixture and 
cook over boiling water, stirring 
constantly, until custard coats the 
spoon (about 5 minutes). Remove 
from heat and stir in vanilla. Chill 
and serve. If desired, custard may 
be topped with a meringue made 
from two of the egg whites. Beat 
egg whites until stiff, add sugar 
gradually and continue heating 
until very stiff but not dry. Four 
servings.

‘Moon Over Miami’ Pictures Paradise 
Such as Mortals Have Rarely Seen

HEY'VE bebn fooling us. All those quarrels between California 

end Fiorida don’t mean a thing. It’s been purely for the fun of it, 

like the feud between Winchell and Bernie or Benny and Alien. 
“Moon Over Miami,” which is the West Coast’s way of saying it 
really loves the Hast Coast, is garlanded with love and kisses and tied 
with a big, Technicolor bow. 

Up to now the kind of Fiorida we have been getting on the 
screen is mainly that in the newsreelse—annual parades of bathing 
beauties, speedboat races on Biscayne Bay or the opening of the rac- 
ing season at Hialeah. But you should see the Miami in “Moon Over 
Miami”! It’s a combination of Hawaii, Venice and Shangri-La, 
with a touch of the Garden of Eden, especially in some of the outfits 
worn by Miss Betty Grable, 

Miami is all silver and champagne, all palm-bordered drives, all 
blue lagoons overhung with banners of Spanish moss. It has ¢he 
Silver Springs of Ocala and the cypress gardens of Winterhaven. 
You get to go down in a diving bell, jump hurdles in speédboats and 
dance with debutantes. Parties last days and days and after a while, 
you get the idea somehow that the rich have a whale of a time. 

A fiction brew which already hag served the screen in “Three 
Blind Mice” and the stage in “Three After Three;” and which still 
isn’t strong enough to stain a tablecloth, provides “Moon Over Miami” 
with plot. Three girls inherit a legacy and spend it all on a trip to 
Miami to get one of them a wealthy husband. In “Three Blind Mice,” 
the girls came from Kansas and went to Santa Barbara, Cal.; in 
“Three After Three” from Canada and went to Cuba, in “Moon Over 
-Miami” from Texas and go to town. 

But plot isn’t so important in any musical show and evén if this 
one has whiskers, they are neatly trimmed and waxed to a point. 
“Moon Over Miami” has music and dancing and such visions of luxury 
that it will set back social consciousness a whole decade. 

Our own Miss Betty Grable from 8t. Louis does most of every- 
thing, wearing the clothes or not wearing the clothes, dancing with 
the Condos Brothers and Jack Cole, singing and clinching with Don 
Ameche. Joplin’s pride and joy, Robert Cummings, represents real 
wealth and Carole Landis habs him. Jack Haley and Charlotte Green- 
woed team for comedy.” “Look at her swing those legs!” the custom- 
ers say. “Look at her!” : 

And it’s all in color. That's highly important for returning ex- 
plorers tell us that Miami really is in color and that wonderful. Like- 
wise, Miss Grable and Miss Landis. If such is true, what's the fare 
and when do we leave? 

Jane Withers undertakes to grow up in “A Very Young Lady,” 
second feature at the Ambassador, and the audience puts up with a 
lot of phony histrionics and dramatic growing pains for several in- 
stances of genuine humor.

HE Warner Bros. have done a good job of making a Western in 

“Bad Men of Missouri,” currently at the Fox. Hills and crags 

resound with gunfire, the bandits make funny jokes with the Sheriff 
and there is enough murder and robbery for anybody. 

But as for presenting an authentic picture of the/ Younger brothers, 
of well-deserved notoriety in the 1870s, “Bad Men of Missouri” just 
doesn’t figure in the calculations. The trio of desperadoes, who were 
members of the James gang and in on all their big jobs, turn out to 
be a mild set of fellows who follow crime only because Banker Merrick 
of Harrisonville grabbed their fathtr’s farm. 

Moreover, they use their ill-gotten gains for the best of purposes, 
to save other farmers from losing their land. In fact, there is ground 
for assuming that they are actually the fathers of the Farm Credit 
Administration. 

Although they are shown associating with Jesse James in “Bad 
Men of Missouri,” we get the idea that this merger didn’t came about 
until both the Youngers and Jameses were established in the business 
of banditry. And, moreover, that they didn’t agree on the use of the 
proceeds. 

Not a word about the fact that both the Jameses and Youngers 
were members of Quantrell’s bloody band in Civil War days. Not a word 
about the Northfield (Minn.) job, which was as badly bungled as well 
planned and led to the Youngers’ capture. Even Jesse himself seems 
small fry compared to Cole—say Public Enemy No. 23B, Series of 
1875, compared to Cole’s No. 1. 

Most of the Robin Hood myth connected with the Youngers have 
been exploded by the scholars in recent years and ample evidence was 
available for the Warners to be honest about the thing and still provide 
an interesting film. But they chose the more romantic way and per 
haps it will always be that way. ; 

Twenty or 30 years from now we expect to see John Dillinger 
portrayed as a Hoover Republican who took up crime because he didn’t 
like the New Deal. We expect to find him a gentle fellow who never 
robbed a bank without listing it in his income tax return and a kindly 
man who spent his leisure time in jail whittling out wooden pistols for 
smal] children and sheriffs. 

“Dance Hall,” the second Fox feature, is thoroughly delightful.

American radio executives, Royal 
will detail the efforts NBC has 
made and will continue to make 
to keep open two-way radio be 
tween North and South America. 
He will explain the programs now 
on NBC networks using Latin 
American talent and material, and 
report on the enthusiastic response 
of North American audiences to 
NBC’s two current outstanding 
latin American pro Good 
Neighbors and Hemisphere Revue. 
“Throughout Central and South 
America,” Trammell said, “Royal 
will study the developments of 
plans put into operation since his 
visit last year. He will complete 
arrangements whereby NBC in 
the United States will extend and 
enlarge the program of news, in- 
formation and entertainment for 
short-wave transmission to the 
Pan American network all over 
Central and South America.” 
CBS is rushing to completion 
two powerful short wave trane- 
mitters for its direct broadcasts 
for reception in Latin-America and 
for pickup for rebroa 
the stations in its network, called 
Cadena de las Americas, south 
of the Rio Grande, In broadcast- 
ing for its Latin-American net, 
CBS will dispense with telephone 
wires between its studios and its 
short wave transmitters. Instead, 
it will use ultra high frequency 
FM transmitters in the studios and 
FM receivers at the transmitters. 
The two high fidelity stations 
will use eight directionai antennas 
exclusively for transmissions 
southward. Even though these are 
capable of 19 different broadcast- 
ing combinations, five other an- 
tennas, with 13 more broadcast- 
ing combinations, have been as- 
signed to blanket coverage of 
Mexico with provision for shift- 
ing to shortwave toward Europe. 
CBS engineers say that its Latin- 
American network and direct short 
wave broadcasts should be re 
ceived on all of the estimated 4,- 
000,000 odd sets south of the Unit- 
ed States-Mexican border.

HERE are two wars being fought on the Russian-German 

front. One is the actual clash of the huge armed forces. 

The other is the war of propaganda, the effort by each side 
to present the most favorable picture possible to its own people 
and to the world. German communiques are regarded as so 
important that they are edited by Hitler himself. The Nazis 
withhold details in their communiques until they can claim 
smashing successes, with the purpose of awing the world with 
German might. The Russian communiques, usually contra- 
dictory on most details, are sometimes delivered a short time 
after the German ones to offset their effect. 

At about the time the British-Russian agreement for joint 
action in the war was signed and the Germans renewed their 
drive with an all-out assault on the Stalin line, the Russians 
began a counterattack on one of the most effective German 
propaganda weapons—a flood of photographs showing 
victorious German troops entering burning towns, Russian 
prisoners and smashed Russian tanks, and alleged Russian 
atrocities, of the kind that have featured every German cam- 
paign since Poland. Photographs favorable to the Soviet side 
were radioed from Moscow to RC A in New York for the first 
time, and continued to come in a steady stream. Here are

BY THOUSANDS 


NE of the most unusual and costly gardens in the Middle West is 
that of A. B. Chance at Centralia, Missouri. Although only 150 
by 250 feet in size, it contains an amazing variety of flowers, 
rocks and architectural effects, and has attracted thousands of visitors 
—10,000 last season alone—from all over the United States and a 
number of foreign countries. There are about 700 varieties of plants 
and flowers in the garden, including 46 kinds of roses, 20 kinds of 
water lilies and 200 varieties of cactus, and they provide a steady iit 
supply of blooms from April until frost. All the rocks of which the : — 
yma siructures are made were gathered in Missouri, and there aré a 
68 tons of them, so put together that the two carloads of cement which : 
binds them is practically invisible. The garden was constructed by 
Mrs. Maude Dawson Taylor, Kansas City garden architect, after the 
designs of its owner.
